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le On & Lay 1951, an undetermined number of artillery pieces were emplaced in the 
Uagdeburrerforth Forest and were fired from there toward the Altenprabow 
(1153/2 00) range. the fire was apparently directed from a captive balloon 
which was at an altitude of about 300 meters above the woods east of Doernits 
railroad station. 


2. Large quantities of arnmition boxes, which seemed to be empty, were piled at 
Altenrraboew railroad station. 


3, About 50 soldiers were engaged in a field exercise beside the Altengrabow-Gross 
Luebars road, about one km southwest of Altengrabow, and about 10 soldiers 
woeriny red—-bordered black epaulets were stringing a telephone line.
